Mr. Norton said that although indestrial 
action operating through the trade unions 
had been the means of securing better work- 
ing and better living conditions for the wor 
ing classes, jndustrial action was not the bes 
means of securing better social legislation, 
That could only be got effectively by political 
action, and by the working classes returnin 
to Parliament a party pledged to promote aná 
enact social Jegislation—to secure minimum 
wages, better housing, relief of unemployment 
and improved sovial insurance. “Political 
action in that direction, and not the industrial 
no ig of the strike, was the best means to 
aqgdopt, 
The Cosgrave Administration, which had 
heen in power for three years, had lamentably 
failed to deal with unemployment, bad. hous: 
ing, and “ profiteering,’’ and it had conspined 
with the forees of reaction to reduce the 
standard of living of the working classes., As 
an instance of this, he pointed to Mr. Blythe's 
action in modifying the corporation tax and 
super-tax. That action, he said, was tanta- 
mount to making a present of £200,000 to the 
wealthy people of the country, while no effort 
was made to restore to the old age pensioners 
the £300,000 that had been taken off their 
pensions a year ago. 
He said that the Cosgrave Administration 
Should be driven from office, and that the 
Labour. Party: should secure control of the 
Legislative Assembly for the purpose of enact- 
ing measures for the benefit of the common 
people. (Applause.) i 


THE ONLY CHANGE, 

Mr. A. Herron said that the Labour Party 
were as anxious as any other Party to secure 
economies, but they believed that when .it 
came to effecting these the last persons to be 
touched should be the road workers, old age 
pensioners and the poorer paid sections of the 
community generally. Apart from changing 
the colour of the pillar-boxes, he said, here 
had been little done by their native Govern- 
ment. On the contrary, the conditions of the 
working classes were considerably worse than 
‘under the British régime. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson said that the meeting 
marked the initiation of a forward movement 
by the Labour Party in the Free State. 
ere was no change in respect to member. 
ship of that Party. Every citizen who. sub- 
scribed to its policy and programme could 
become a member. This nation, he said, as 
in other countries, comprised two broad dis- 
tinctions—one, the main body, comprising 
the workers of the country, and the other 
that smell but very powerful and very m- 
fluential element that did not think in terms 
of upbuilding or adding to the national! wealth, 
but thought in terms of abstracting from the 
national wealth to serve their personal desires 
and ends, 


FINDING THEIR, FEET. 

They were: now getting to the position 
where political parties were beginning to find 
their feet, a an the next General Elec- 
tion he hoped that they would know exactly 
where the various elements in the politics of 
the country stood. For instance, they found 
representatives of the farmers in the Dail ex- 
pressing certain political and social and 
economic views, which quite clearly cut them 
adrift from that element which worked for a 
living. They were supporting a policy that 
would mean adding to the power and influence 
of the interest drawers mia rent receivers. 

The Labour Party were driven to the ¢on- 
clusion by the spokesmen of the farmers that

INTERESTING CLONMEL ACTION,

O’Connell and 
McGrath, another attendant in the Mental

Mr.. Skinner, solicitor, said that Denn did 
not deny that he got 2s. from O'Connell, and 
he (Denn) got another 1s. from James 
Fennessy to put on King of Cluhs, Denn dis- 
covered that one of the shillings was had, and 
he then left the docket a 2s. win—lIls. from 
O'Connell and 1s. for Fennessy. He told 
O'Connell at the hospital, and handed him 
back the bad shilling. 

James Fennessy stated: that the day before 
the race he gave Denn Is, to put on King of 
Clubs. He was paid £5 by Denn. 

Mr, O'Reilly. submitted, and he thought 
the judge would agree with him, that a

HOW TO CHECK LOSSES. 
(From Oun AGRICULTURAL CoRKESPONDENT,) 


| Heavy losses have been caused among flocks 
of poultry this season by bacillary white 
diarrhaa. In one of the few branches of 
rigulture which may be described as profit- 
able such a state of affairs is decidedly 
serious. As birds affected by this disease die 
off when quite young, poultry-kéepers are 
often at a loss to account for the mortality. 
Although from 300 to 400 carcases of an MÓ 
are sent in for. examination as to. cause of 
death and nature of disease to the Royal 
Veterinary College of Ireland, Shelbourne 
toad, Dublin, every year, it does not seem to 
be. generally. known that such important work 
is being done under the auspices of the De- 
partment of Lands and Agriculture. This 
service, is of .apecial importance in view of 
developments which are taking place in the 
vultry-keeping industry. Up to the present 
it has not overwhelmed the research section of 
the Veterinary College, but at times it is. 
difficult to cope with the amount of work in 
ands.

ast two or three months, I 
Veterinary College has 
received a great many birds which were 
roved to have died from the effects of 
vacillary white diarrhea. In the case of euch 
a disease as this a bacteriological examination 
1s necessary, and diagnosis takes some time 
to confirm. It. takes about three days from 
the arrival of the carcase at the College to 
determine whether it is affected with bacillary 
white diarrhea. 
A DISEASE OF THE INCUBATOR. 
An authority who has studied the matter 
closely tells me that it is the most serious and 
dangerous disease of chickens that the De- 
partment has to deal with. It is essentially 
a disease of the incubator, being caused by a 
special organism which is present in nearly all 
the tissues of the diseased bird. This 
organism is cast out by discharges, and it is 
by this. means that the disease is spread 
through the chickens. . The greater the 
number of chickens kept together—as in 
incubator-hatched birds—the greater the 
losses. When chickens are hatched out under 
hens the losses are much lighter. 
The losses which result from this disease 


vary to some extent, but wit: incubator- 
hatched chickens they may range from 
hundreds to even thousands in one batch. 


The chickens begin to die off about three 
days after hatching, and continue to do so for 
three or four weeks. Among the survivors 
the organism may, be retained in the body of 
a few, who become “ carriers’’ in the same 
way as there are typhoid carriers in the 
human subject. 

In the adult hen the organism sometimes 
may be retained in the ovary, in which case 
some of the eggs may become infected. If 
these eggs are hatched out the chicken itself 
hecomes infected and passes thé infection on 
to its neighbours. In that way the disease 
is kept going in otherwise healthy flocks. 

The changes noted in a dead chicken 
affected by this disease are not constant, not 
diagnostic, and not definite, They consist 
chiefly of a yellow condition of the liver, 
persistent yolk sac, and little yellowish-white 
nodules in the Jungs; but the only certain 
method of recognising the disease consists in 
the isolation and identification of the organism 
from the tissues of the birds. 

In adult fowls the presence of infection can 
he recognised by two tests, the blood test 
being the more reliable. It is, of course. 
essentially a laboratory test, and to carry it 
ont a sample of blood from suspected birds is 
essential. By this means infected birds can 
be isolated and eliminated from the flock. : 


PREVENTIVE MEASURES. 

What can be don® to prevent further in- 
roads on our poultry supplies by this deadly 
disease’? That is the question to which owners 
of poultry would like an answer. At present 
there are. apparently, no means of stamping 
out the disease; but it is possible to do some- 
thing towards keeping it in check, and in 
that way minimising lo ses. 

One way of doing this is to divide each 
batch of eggs in the incubator about the 
eighteenth day into smal] lots of nine or ten, 
keeping the chickens out of these eggs in 
their separate lots up to the third day. Jt is 
absolutely necessary to ensure that the lots 
are completely separated and that there is no 
indirect source of contamination, 

Other points to be noted in combating this 
disease include the thorough disinfection of 
all structares and utensils which may have 
hecome contaminated. If the disease was intro- 
duced by day-old chickens—not by any means 
a rare occurrence—and the flock was pre- 
viously healthy, then the survivors should not 
be kept for breeding purposes, but should be 
either killed off at once or isolated and 
fattened off. 

Eges used for hatching and dav-old chickens 
should, as far as-/possible, be obtained from 
flocks in which there has been no previous 
evidence. If this could be done the disease 
would soon be brought under control,

MANAGING DIRECTOR'S 
EVIDENCE.

Before Judge Roche, sitting in Dublin 
Castle last Saturday, the Artificial Coal Com: 
pany | (Hamon recess), Ltd, claimed 
£12,960 for the alleged malicious burning of 
their Peat Works at Ballycumber, King's 
County, tke irregular forces on the loth 


August, 

Mr. W. 4. Shannon, K.C., and Mr. Walter 
Callan (instructed by Messrs. Hoey and 
Denning) appeared for the claimants, and 
Mr. Lupton, K.C., and Mr. C. Davitt (in- 
structed by Mr. James Rogers) for the 
Ministry of Finance, the respondents. 

ARMED MEN'S THREAT, : 
Count Louis le Warner Hamon, menaging 
director of the firm, gave evidence, and de- 
scribing ‘the visit of three armed and masked 
men to his residence after the burning in 
November, 1922, he said that the spokesman 
of the party said: ‘I am very sorry, Count, 
that we have to come like this and anno 
you, but our orders have got to be obeyed, 
and we have been sent here to-night to tell 
you that if you persist in ge Ken] attempt 
to save the machinery at the burned down 
factory vou will have some of your men shot, 
and if you still insist further we will then! 
have to burn you out at Prospect as ‘well,”’ 
The witness said that he argued with the 
man, and said what a shame it was to throw 
so many. men out of employment, as he had 
only closed down temporarily until things 
were better, He asked for a chance ‘to sare 
some of the machinery, but. the man replie 
that it did not suit their plans, saying: “ The 
more damage we can do, the more this alien 
Government and the English ‘Government at 
their back will have to pay in the end. So I 
give you fair warning; it you ‘make any 
attempt to save any of these machines or 
parts of the factory, we are very sorry for 
you, but we will have to burn you out alto- 


gether.”” He turned to my wife who was 
standing by me, said witness, and said; 
“You have heard what I have told the 


Count, and I have given him fair warning, 
and I hope you won t be fool enough to go 
against ovr orders.” The men then went 
away, and he thought that the best thing 
would be to have an auction of the farm 
stock and get out ot Ireland as fast as he 
could, 
The witness further said that they were 
desirous of restarting the factory at Bally- 
cumber. | 
CROSS-EXAMINATION, 
In the course of cross-examination by Mr. 
Lupton, the witness said that he could not 
say that it was irregulars who destroyed the 
factory; he asked who they were, and they 
said they were the Irish Republican Army. 
He was popular in the district. 
Did the irregulars or Republican Army help 
you at the auction? Yes; they did help me. 
We were being looted by a,gang, and the 
lrish Republicun Army came to the rescue 
with revolvers, 
Counsel put severa! questions as to what 
business the witness had carried on before. 
and he«said’ that during about seventeen 
years he had a large champagne business in 
France; he bad newspapers in France and 
London; he had travelled as a financier to 
Russia and other places; and vefore that he 
was principally a writer and author, He 
had been a director of several companies. 

Questioned particularly about the Thread- 
needle Syndicate, he said that he had been a 
director of it. It was formed to deal with all 
kinds of general merchants. 

Did it purpose to supply shells for the 
European war’ Yes; they did all sorts of 
things. A Baron Oppenheim was also con- 
nected with that company: He believed the 
Baron was dead. 

Mr. Lupton put some questions to witness 
as to his name, and he said his name was 
Louis William Le Warner Hamon, 

I put it to you that your name is not 
Hamon but. Warner! My name is Hamon. 

Counsel produced a baptismal certificate, 
and put it to the witness that he was 
christened William John Warner. 

The witness said that he supposed that was 
the certificate. He went on to say that he 
was born in Bray, Co. Dublin, in 1866. His 
father discovered that he was entitled to the 
name Le Warner, and he traced his family 
back to their marriage into the Hamons, of 
Normandy. The witness took out by deed 
poll the name Louis Le Warner Hamon, or 
Count Hamon. 

Answering other questions, witness said 
that he was also known by the name of 
‘‘ Cheiro,”’ and explained that it was a 
nom. de plume under which he wrote. He 
had. published a book entitled ‘t Cheiro’s 
Memoirs ” in 1912. 

Mr. Lupton—~Did you state in that book 
that you took up the study of pelmistry and 
devoted your life to that study” I did up to. 
that time. i 

You spent a large part of your life as a 
palmist in London? I did, and all ever the 
world. 

PHOTOGRAPH PRODUCED. 

Mr. Lupton showed the witness a photo- 
graph and asked if it was a photograph of 
him, and the witness replied that it was, 

Counsel said that it was a  photugraph 
given to thei by the authorities of Scotland 
Yard, London, with a report. 

The Judge—You have no right to state to 
me that you have got a report from Scotland 
Yard, but you can put qtiestions. The state: 
ment made by Scotland Yard, unless you are 
going to bring someone over to prove it, 
should not. be mentioned at all. 

Witness—Have I committed any crime that 
Í should come here to hear a report of Scot- 
land Yard read? 

Questioned as to a bank in Paris, the wit- 
ness said that he had been connected with it, 
but he denied that any preceedings were 
instituted against him by the French authori- 
ties in’ respect of his dealings with it. 

Did two American ladies complain to the 
police that they were defrauded «{ 520,000 
francs’ Yes, but many clients might make 
complaints. 

In consequence of this were you arrested by 
the French authorities? J never was. You 
have got your information completely wrong. 

Pochate I have. Were vou brought before 
the French authorities on a charge of hhving 


flefrauded two American ladies of 520, 
ad I was never brought up in respect 
of any such charge. Witness added—Any 


person might make a compl#int. The Juge 
de l’Instruction was only asked to investigate 
it, and he sent for me and he investigated it, 
and I never heard any more about it. 

You were before him on that charge? 
hundreds of others were before him. 

Did you leave France after that charge was 
made? I remained for nearly nine months 
and left in the ordinary routine. 

Were von fined £500 and sentenced to 
thirteen months’ imprisonment on that charge 
in your absence? In my absence. I believe 
the case was never tried and never came 
before the Courts.. You are dealing with 
French law, which is very different. 

Asked whether from March, 1906, to 1908 
he carried on the business of a compary in 
Gracechurch street, London, he said that it 
was carried on in his name by a man named 
Hugo Louwy. 

Had you a financial interest in that busi- 
ness* Í put money into it. 

And were getting protits? 
4 protits. 

Counsel called attention to a description of 
witness as ‘‘Comte,’’ and the witness 
answered—My title of Comte is the French 
title—the Norman title, 

In re-examination by Mr, Callan, he seid 
that he put a large sum of money into the 
industry of getting fuel from peat. 

And it has gone up inte the air? Yes. , 

Witness further said, in reference to an 
incident in France that was mentioned, that 
he had been interrogated by the magistrate 
after it was suggested that there had been a 
fraud on some ladies. He remained eight. or 
nine months in France after that, and the 
ladies got back their money. They had in- 
vested in shares, and during the American 
panic these shares had to be pledged to ‘raise 
money for these Judies. “We bought them 
back," he added, “‘and delivered the shares.” 

Mr. Lupton—After the conviction ? 

Witness—That has happened to many a 
bank before now. I think. 

OTHER EVIDENCE. 

Countess Mina Le Warner Hamon was then 
called, and gave an account of the visit of the 
three Prot and masked men to the house, 
corroborating her husband’s description of it.

The lrish Linen Trade. 


The linen industry of Northern Ireland 
thus far has failed to surmount the de- 
pression which has caused so much unem- 
ployment. Exports of linen piece goods 
during the first three months of this year 
amounted to 21,818,500 square yards, 
Which, says the Belfast News-Letter, is 
a reduction of virtually 8,000,000 square 
yards on the figures for 1925 and 1924. 
The decline is stated to be due wholly to 
the fall in the shipments to the United 


States. Two years ago America took 
nearly 20,000,000 square yards of linen 
in the first quarter of the year. Last 


year the amount taken in the same period 
was less by over 1,000,000 square yards ; 
but since the beginning of the present year 
Ulster’s export to America has been barely 
11,000,000 square yurds.. Canada imports 
a steady quantity of Irish linen; but 
France, the Argentine, South Africa, the 
East Indies and Australia all have 
taken increased shipments.

Collier, out- 
lawed already for flouting the royal 
dignity, showed himself unawed by in- 
tellectual pretensions, even as he had 
been fearless in defying the. powers’ of 
the State. His “Short View of the 
Immorality and Profaneness of the English 
Stage,” published in 1697, was a single- 
handed and single-minded onslaught upon 
the most imposing literary figures of the 
time. “It is  imspiriting,’” remarks 
Macaulay, “to see how gallantly the 
solitary outlaw advances to attack 
enemies, formidable separately, and, it 
might have been thought, irresistible 
when combined, distributes his slashing 
blows right and left among Wycherly, 
Congreve and Vanbrugh, treas the 
wretched D’Urfey down in tho dirt 
beneath his feet, and strikes with all his 
strength full at the towering crest of 
Dryden.” Many a passage in Collier's 
sonorous prose seems to the modern reader 
to have been written for our own age, so 
sternly, so wisely does it rebuke the base- 
ness which calls itself realism, and the 
prostitution of the art of letters to evil 
purposes. Collier’s reproofs succeeded in 
their aim, and the English stage was 
purged.of the expense of spirit in a waste 
of shame. Another Collier is needed in 
our own age to correct that timidity which 
is over-borne by the intellectual pretences 
of the petty mind that loves to shock and 
the coarse taste that despises restraint.

NEW RUBBER DECISION.

RESTRICTIONS ON EXPORTS. 
Uncertainty as to Colonial Office action was 
largely responsible for the restricted trading 
in rubber in Mincing Lane last week. 
The following is the official decision :— 
The Colonial Office announces that it has 
been decided that the percentage of standard 
production of ruber which may be exported 
at the minimum rate of duty from Ceylon and 
Malaya during the quarter beginning May 1st. 
1926, shall be 100, and that the maximum 
limit of 500 1b. an acre, provided under the 
regulations applicable to assessment of estates 
of more than 25 acres in Malaya, shall be 
abolished. The maximum limit for assessment 
of standard production, in the case of small 
holdings, will be raised to 400 Ibs. an acre for 
mature rubber, and 200lbs. for rubber in 
bearing but not mature. 
At the same time, provision will ve made 
for restriction to 80 per cent. for the quarter

Riza Khan, who a few years ago was 


a private in the Army, was crowned Shah 
of Persia on Saturday with great pomp 


and ceremony.

The latter bore on 
e cúshioned gold tray the Pahlevi Crown, 
while other Cabinet Ministers similarly bore 
trays, on which they carried the pear] crown. 
The Minister of Commerce carried the costly 
Dariaenour diamond: the Minister of War 
the Nadir Shah’s flashing jewelled sword, 
“the victorious sceptre of Royal Justice” ; 
the Minister of the Interior the Royal be- 
jewelled armlet. Field-Marshals in glorious 
uniforms followed, bearing the costly armours 
and weapons of the ancient Persian Kings, 
Nadir Shah’s bow and arrow being con- 
spicuous, ‘These having taken up their posi 
tion just below the throne, the Master of 
Ceremonies retired, returning in a few 
moments annouticing the entry of the Shah

It was announced in a Sunday news- 
paper, on the authority of a ‘high 
official,’’ that the Free State would redeem 
the De Valera Republican, Bonds, issued 
in America prior to the truce with Ire- 
land in 1921, the repayments to begin on 
April 1st, 1927, and that Mr. Smiddy, the 
Free State representative in Washington, 
was investigating the American claims, 
involving an amount of approximately 
£1,000,000. | 
President Cosgrave, when interviewed 
last night by an Irish Times reporter, said 
that these bonds are settled by the Dail 
Loan Bond Act, passed in 1924, and that 
arrangements had been made under the 
Act to pay the holders by Saving Certifi- 
cates as soon as the list was complete. 

All persons in Ireland who had con- 
tributed will be paid on the Ist July, 
1927, but as regards the holders in 
America, the bonds were the subject of 
litigation, and, of course, pending the 
decision of the Courts, in that case nothing 
would be done. 

“I might add,” said the President, 
“- that an offer has been made to put up 
the difference between the sum in dispute 
in America and what wouldaclear the 
whole of the bond issue in offer to show 
our good faith in the matter, but we must 
now wait for the Court’s decision.” 


CALCUTTA RIOTS. 


SHOTS AT A FUNERAL-

The riot situation continued to be disquiet- 
ing throughout to-day, and the native portion 
of the city presented a gloomy and deserted 
appearance.

The 
force from the south has occupied Aere, and 
pushed on north of it. 

A Special Correspondent of the 7Z'emps in 
Syria states that the conduct of the opera- 
tions against the Jebel Druse has been en- 
trusted by General Gamelin, the Commander- 
in-Chief of the French troops in Syria, to 
General Andre. 

The main column comprises six battalions 
of infantry, two batteries of 75 millimetre 
field guns, one company of tanks and a supply 
convoy of 100 motor lorries This column ia 
marching directly on Sueida.

RUSSIA AND BRITAIN. 


SOVIET GOVERNMENT WANTS 
BETTER RELATIONS. 
MOSCOW, Sunday. 

Referring to Anglo-Soviet relations in the 
course of his speech at the final meeting of 
the Central Soviet Executive Committee here 
to-day, M. Litvinov, the acting Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, said that he regretted to 
state that the position was unchanged. The 
allegations that. the Soviet Government was 
pursuing a hostile, aggressive, anti-British 
policy were, he declared, a calumny. On the 
contrary, Great Britain was leading an active 
struggle against the Union of Soviet Re- 
publics at all points where the interests of 
the two countries met, uniting the enemies 
that threatened the Soviet Union’s safety. 

The Soviet Gavernment, which made an 
offer to Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s Govern- 
ment to come to an agreement on all the 
political and economic questions that sepa- 
rated the two countries, never let slip any 
chance to show its readiness to resume at 
any moment pourpariers with the British 
Government on all disputable questions, in- 
cluding that of the material claims of both 
sides. 

Immediately the British 
enabled it to become convinced of ‘a sincere 
desire on the British Government's part to 
begin the settlement of questions in dispute, 
the Soviet Government would do everything 
requisite to find a way out of the present 
deadlock in the relations of the two countries.

A NEW PORT. 
The Rev. Father O'Doherty, Adm., Letter- 
kenny, asserted that Derry, the natural port 
of Donegal, had been filched away by legis- 
Intion.

A TURNING POINT. 

At the moment the whole question of 
transport was at the turning point. It was 
being considered whether it might not be ad- 
visable to encourage motor traffic instead of 
branch railways. If they had a choice it 
would probably be in favour of motor tran- 
sport, but that brought them to the question 
whether the roads were fitted for heavy 
transport. Notoriously, the roads, taking the 
good with the bad, were very poor. If he 
might use the expression, they were “ over- 
roaded.”’ 

The whole position of Donegal had heen 
more or less in abeyance until the boundary 
problem was settled, and it had now to be 
taken up seriously. The Government was 
faced with two conflicting demands—to reduce 
taxation and provide new and increasing 
services for the public. They could not have 
it both ways. They could reduce taxation by 
dropping services, they could get better and 
increased: services for the expenditure of more 
money, or they could ease the present taxa- 
tion and have it more productive—if there was 
increase production. 

It was said that the Government were auto- 
cratic, but he suggested that they could not 
be autocratic when they kept their doors open 
to representatives of every area in_ the 
county. They were definitely in the hands of 
the people as to what their movements were 
going-to he in the future. Up to the present, 
they believed, they had gripped the adminis- 
trative machinery as tightly as possible, and 
there was no waste in that matter. It seemed 
new, however, that there was some suspicion 
in regard to that; and if there was suspicion 
the Government would bend to it and see that 
it was removed. i 

ALLEGED SLANDERS. 

It was -quite unfair that without the 
slightest investigation men should be vilelv 
slandered by writers in certain journals, who, 
on any groutid of*ability or conscientious work 
or capacity, could not be compared with them. 
Inasmuch as it was the civil service of the 
State that had heen brought under suspicion 
and under these vile charges, the question 
involved would have to be left to Ministers 
for examination. 

That being so, attention must be, for the 
time being. diverted from new services, which 
might in the ordinary way have been under- 
taken but for the very useless and absurd 
inquiry. He did not say that the services 
were going to be postponed indefinitely. In 
so far as his department was concerned, they 
had been trying to relate the roads, railways 


and harbours, and that very necessary 
inquiry was to be left aside for an- 
other inquiry which, in the ordinary 


eourse of events wonld have been done in a 
routine way, but which would have to be 
dove now in a more detailed fashion, and 
the results of which he believed would prove 
ir to be the grossest waste of time. Then 
they would be able to turn their hands 
avain to the provision of services for the 
reople, and to the doing of what had been 
left undone under the old régime. 
GRIFFITH'S POLICY. 

He repudiated the suggestion that the 
Government had abandoned Griffith's policy. 
They were setting up a Tariff Commission 
with wide powers, and a recommendation 
from the Commission could, if the Govern- 
nent took the responsibility, be put into 
operation at any time in the financial year. 
The Government had taken the very 
mecderate and sensible course of deciding that 
the question of protection should be removed 
from the sphere of party politics. H that 
was to be considered as abandoning Griffith's 
policy, then they had abandoned it.

RAILWAY FARBS TO BÉ 

INCREASED. 
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From ‘‘ Tae Timea’’ CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Sunday. 
‘The Budget continues to be bandied about 
between the Chamber and the Senate, and 
although it is now considered certain that it 
will be made to balance at M. Peret’s figure 
of 374 milliards of francs, alterations in detail 
are likely to retard its final passage until 
Tuesday or Wednesday 
At half-past nine o'clock this morning, when 
the sitting began, there were not more than 
twenty deputies in the Chamber. The clauses 
up for discussion concerned the exportation 
of absinthe, the manufacture of explosives, 
and the posta! rate for newspapers. 

There was a sharp debate yesterday over 
the question of railway fares, which the Go- 
vernment ‘insists must be raised, This causes 
a rather surprising amount of annoyance and 
opposition when it is eonsidered how low the 
present fares are. A Frenchman can travel 
100 miles third class for 23 franes; second 
and first class fares are correspondingly low. 
Nevertheless, M. de Monzie, the Minister of 
Public Works. had to enter upon a detailed 
defence of-the proposal, the subject of which 
was that. there had been a rise of railway 
officials pay and of raw material, and, there- 
fore, the companies were absolutely bound to 
obtain the right to raise their fares by six pér 
cent Even so, M. de Monzie pointed out 
that the charge would be below the world 
avi rage. It is, indeed, this question of rais- 
ing prices and salaries which is going to put a 
very severe test upon the effectiveness of M. 
Peret’s Budget, not only in regard to the 
railway administration, but in every branch 
where officials are numerous and where 
material has to be bought abroad. 

Meanwhile, however, the franc is taking 
heart at the noble effort which is being made 
to save it, and has shown its gratitude by 
remaining stable for the last three days, with 
the tendency to improve. 


MR. CHURCHILL’S TASK. 
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EFFECT OF THE COAL SUBSIDY. 

The Times, in a leading article upon the 
subject of the Budget, which Mr. Churchill 
will introduce to-day, observes :—It has been 
realised all along that the coal subsidy must 
utterly upset the expectations of last year. 
There were strong arguments of several*kinds, 
including a purely economic argument, for 
the grant of the subsidy at the time and in 
the circumstances when it was sanctioned: 
but the sudden intrusion of this vast anc 
then indefinite item into the debit side of the 
Budget months after it had become law, made 
an apparently deficit of large amount a mathe- 
matical certainty. There would have been no 
deficit without this mtrusion., 

An actual deficit has been avoided by 
“raiding *’ Mr.. Baldwin's Sinking Fund—a 
procedure which, in the circumstances, was 
inevitable. ‘Chat fund is fed normally by an 
appropriation of £50,000,000 a vear from the 
Consolidated Fund. Last year in effect only 
£36,000,000 was so appropriated, the balance of 
£14,000,000 being diverted towards payment 
of tho coal subsidy. Such an operation 
naturally tends to retard those conversion 
schemes that afford the chief hope of exten- 
sive relief to the taxpayer and to the in- 
dustries and trade of the country. 

But it is not the fl-effects of the subsidy, 
or of such further payments as may be made 
for the readjustment of the industry to the 
conditions arising on its withdrawal, which 
weigh most upon, the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. [It is the steadily progressive 
growth in all branches of expenditure which 
is the most alarming feature of our finance. 
The broad result is that, exclusive of rates, 
our whole estimated outgo has risen from 
£204 ,945,000 in 1914-15 to £799,400,000, and 
the actual outgo to £826,000,000 in 1925-26. 
Last month the Chancellor hoped it may be 
in the neighbourhood of £800,000,000 in the 
current year. If this hope is fulfilled, the 
taxpayer may escape for the present from 
anything worse than adjustments of minor 
taxes and some fresh luxury taxes.

No problem that 
is likely to be presented to it in subse- 
quent years, however, cam compare in 
magnitude with those which have been 
involved in the part given to the Tribwnat 
in the changes brought about by the 1924 
measure.

LARGE CONSTRUCTIVE TASKS. 
The Tribunal has been in this curious posi- 
tion; that while it is a Court defined as a 
court of record, and entitled to have its pro- 
ceedings regarded as judicial proceedings in 
all respects, it has had not to exercise the 
arbitral authority normally inherent to a 
Court, but has been given constructive tasks 
of some magnitude, What is more, it had to 
face those tasks with small opportunity for 
preparation, as a new organisation, and with 
time limits for their fulfilment. 

The Tribunal consists of three standing 
members, appointed by the Governor-General 


on the advice of the Executive Council. Each 
of the members must have qualifications 
which are specified in the Kailways Act; 


briefly, one (the chairman) must be of judi- 
cial standing, the second must have special 
experience of railways, and the third must 
have knowledge of commercial affairs. The 
original members, who remain in office still, 
were Judge D. J. O’Brien, K.C. (formerly a 
County Court Judge), Mr. John R. Kerr 
(formerly a railway director), and Mr. Henry 
Mangan. The last named was formerly City 
Accountant for Dublin. The Registrar is Mr. 
John O’Brien. 

The Railways Act came into operation on 
the 23rd July, 1924. The three standing 
members of the Court were appointed in 
September, 1924, and held their first meeting 
on the 29th of that month. | 


THE EARLIEST SITTINGS. 

A fortnight later the first public sitting of 
the Court was held. At the opening of the 
Court the chairman made a statement, in the 
eourse of which he said :— 

“The Act endows the Court with wide 
jurisdiction and great powers. If we regard 
the comparative legislation of Great Britain 
we find three separate Courts—the Amalga- 
mation Tribunal, the Railway Rates Tribunal, 
and the Railway and Canal Commission—were 
set up to do the work which in the Irish Free 
State is committed to one Court, the Railway 
Tribunal.” i 
The business íor which the Court held its 
first sittings was to review, under Section 25 
of the Railways Act, the existing charges of 
the amalgamating and absorbed railway com- 
panies with a view to the modification of such 
charges. The judgment of the Court was 
given on the 22nd October, thus meeting to 
the full the expression of the Act that the 
review of charges should take place at a date 
not later than three months after the passing 
of the Act. The judgment provided for re- 
duction of almost all charges as from the Ist 
January, 1925. 

AMALGAMATION SCHEMES. 

The next business undertaken by the 
lyibunal was the consideration of the several 
amalgamation and absorption schemes. The 
amalgamation of the four principal railways 
was completed by the settlement of the final 
amalgamation scheme on Ist January, 1925. 
To complete the reorganisation there re- 
mained the abscrption of the 22 railway com- 
pamies indicated by the Act as due to be 
brought under the amalgamated company in 
that way. No agreed scheme being before 
the Court, it was necessary for the Tribunal 
to prepare schemes of absorption. The Court 
dealt first with the companies not baronial)v 
guaranteed, and then with the remainder. 
With regard to those which were hkaronially 
guaranteed, the Court had to decide the 
hasis on which the baronially guaranteed 
value of the shares should be assessed. 

All the absorption schemes were settled bv 
the beginning of March, 1925—except that 
which concerned the Southern Railway Com- 
pany. This outstanding case .was of no 
practical importance, since it was ascer 
tained that the Southern Railway Company 
had no real existence for a number of years. 
ts case was cleared up last October, and the 
settlement of that scheme brought to a close 


gards the unification of the railway under 
takings affected by the Act. The three 
colliery railways (Arigna, Athy-Wolfhill, and 
Castlecomer) were left outstanding, but they 
had not been reckoned with the others in 
the Act. 

OTHER TASKS, 

During May and June of last year, the 
Court sat for consideration of standard 
terms and conditions of carriage of mer- 
chandise and live stock. The amalgamated 
company submitted its proposals, and objec 
tions to the proposed terms by the Trades’ 
Railway Committee and other parties were 
heard. The ‘Tribunal had settled these 
matters generally before the close of last 
vear, and then only awaited further snb- 
mission by the company on certain points 
nefore considering. the final settlement and 
the terms of the Order to be puvlished uncer 
Section 41 ot the Act, declaring standard 
terms and conditions. 

The next principal task taken up lv ihe 
Tribunal was consideration of the classifica- 
tion of merchandise, under the terms of 
Section 26 of the Railways Act. This: has 
heen a very heavy task. It has oceupied 
many public sittings of the Court for a 
period of several months, and has been also 
the subject of conferences, a method of pro-

the rules were submitted to the Chief Justice 
and the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce in April, 1925.

RAILWAYMEN’S WAGES. 


MEETINGS IN DUBLIN AREA. 

A joint meeting of the Kingstown and 
Brav Branches of the National Union of 
Railwaymen, held on Sunday at the Kings- 
iown Workmen's Club, passed resolutions 
expressing a determination not to accept the 
wage reductions proposed by the Irish Rail- 
ways Wages Board, and also calling on the 
Government to withdraw the Railways Act 
Amendment. Bill. 

Mr. B. Kavanagh, who presided, said that 
why any responsible Minister of a Govern- 
ment should wee himself so far as to bring 
in legislation of a retrospective character, 
suchas this Amendment Bill, was beyond 
the comprehension of anyone in the trades 
union movement. They could not have it 
both ways, for some day another Govern-. 
ment would come along and upset what the 
present people had already done. This bill 
sought to place upon the individual the 
responsibility for proving he was redundant, 
and that individual had got to pay his own 
costs, 

Mr. Noctor moved—‘‘ That this mass meet- 
ing reaffirms the decision taken last Sunday 
at the Banba Hall meeting dealing with the 
Amendment Bill, and calls upon their repre- 
sentatives in the Dail to vote against the 
passage of the measure; and further ex- 
presses disappointment at the action of the 
(iovernment, and hopes the Government will 
see their way to withdraw the bill.”’ 

He said that the bill represented the 
capitalist and railway directors’ side of the 
question. t 

Mr. O'Hare, Railway Clerks' Association, 
seconded the motion, and urged on them to 
stand together, because all grades were 
equally concerned. (Applause.) 

The motion was passed unanimously. 

THE WAGES BOARD. 

The Chairman proposed :—-‘* That this mass 
meeting of all grades of railwaymen strongly 
condemns the decision of Mr. Justice Wylie 
at the Irish Railway Wages Board to reduce 
the Jower-paid grades on the Irish railways, 
and resolves to resist by every means at our 
disposal the Board’s decision; and we call 
upon our Executive Council to at once sum- 
mon an all-Treland conference to take steps 
to defeat it, and request all Irish branches to 
adopt this resolution.” 

He said that Mr. Justice Wylie’s proposal 
was to reduce the wages of men who ob- 
tained 50s. a week or under, and leave alone

THE FIGHT AGAINST 
TUBERCULOSIS. 


TREATMENT OF CASES IN 
THE NORTH. 

The annual report of the working of the 
Belfast Municipal Sanatorium at Whiteabbey 
by the Superintendent, Mr. P. 8S. Walker, 
M.D., -D.P.H., makes interesting reading, as 
indicating the fight being made against 
tuberculosis in the North. 

Dr. Walker alludes to the research work 
done at the institution, and adds that it is 
to be regretted that so great a proportion 
of the patients were admitted in an advanced 
state of the disease. ‘‘ Another regrettable 
feature is the failure of the average patient 
to realise that the treatment of tuberculosis 
is a lengthy process. Patients, in whom the’ 
outlook was favourable and promising, left 
the sanatorium so soon as the immediate 
symptoms had subsided, and much before the 
results of treatment had been firmly estab- 
lished. Not infrequently such patients are at 
a later date re-cdmitted in a greatly de- 
teriorated condition.”’

He was Parliamentary Under-Secretary to 
the Home Office in two Salisbury Ministries, 
and from 1895 to 1916 was a temporary Chair- 
man of Committees to the House of Com- 
mons. He was raised to the Peerage in 1917. 

Lord Stuart married in 1880 Beatrice, a 
daughter of Thomas Adolphus Trollope, the 
historian, who died a year later, and after- 
wards married a daughter of Sir John Millais, 
the painter..

Born in Philadelphia, he began his art 
studies in the Philadelphia School of In- 
dustrial Art. | In 1882 he met Oscar Wilde, 
then on a lecture tour in America. The next 
vear he was in Italy making etchings, and in 
1885 he settled in London. Among the first 
people he met here were George Bernard 
Shaw, who befriended him, and Whistler, 
with whom he became intimate some years 
later when the master was in the middle 
fifties. 

London remained Pennell's headquarters 
till 1917, when he returned to America to 
make the Liberty Loan poster and a series 
of lithographs of American war work. He 
was at one time art critic of the Star; at 
another, art editor of the Daily Chronicle. 
He travelled all over Faigh dy ttt sg , with 
his wife, a series of illustrated books that are 
well known. As an artist his main work was 
done in lithography, and it was in this 
medium that he made his records of war work 
in England in 1916. ) 

Pennell’s literary and artistic parties in 
his rooms in the Adelphi were frequented by 
brilliant talents. Whistler, Phil May, Aubrey 
Beardsley, Walter Crane, Henry James, 
Henley, Abbey, and Sargent used to go there, 
and Pennell had a hand in the foundation 
of ‘‘ The Yellow Book.’’ 


MLLE. ELLEN KEY. 

The death is announced at Stockholm, at 
the age of 75, of Mile. Ellen Key, the well- 
known Anglo-Swedish writer and pioneer ol 
the Women's Movement. 

Born at Sundsholm, Sweden, the daughter 
of Emii Key, Miss Key spent a number of 
years teaching in the school of a friend and 
lecturing at the Workingmen’s Institute. 
Afterwards she lectured abroad. She has pro- 
duced in her own and other languages about 
thirty works. These works include, in 
English, ‘‘The Roman Movement,” ‘‘ Love 
and Marriage,” and ‘‘The Renaissance of 
Motherhood.’’—(Reuter.) 


MR. SAMUEL M‘GREDY, J.P. 

Mr. Samuel McGredy, J.P., died suddenly 
at his residence, Portadown, yesterday, at the 
age of 65 years.

BIRDS, 


ENGAGING SPECIMENS 
IN DUBLIN MUSEUM, 


‘The late Mr. Richard Ussher’s book, ‘‘ A 
List of Birds,, showing the species contained 
fh the National Collection,” has been issued 
ita revised form by Mr, A. R, Nichols, who 
until less than two years ago, was keeper of 
the Natural History Division in the National 
Museum. ~The book gives, in a condensed 
form, all the information available on the dis- 
tribution, migration and status of the different 
Species, Since the first edition was issued, 


the Barrington Collection has been bequeathed 
to the Museum Uy Mr. R. M. Barrington, and 
is includes some specimens not hitherto re- 


corded as being found in Ireland—the Little 
Bunting, Eastern Sky-Lark, Shore-Lark, Dart- 
ford Warbler, Pallas’s Grasshopper Warbler, 
and the Greenland Wheatear. Pris kind of 
bird catalogue is, of course, meat and drink 
to the connoisseur in bird Jore, whose memory 
in most cases can call up the appearance of 
the birds referred to therein, but it is apt to 
leave the mere ‘‘ man-in-the-street.’’ cold, un- 
less he is enterprising enough to spend some 
time in the Museum with the book in "hand, 
seeing for himself what the birds with which 
he is tmfamiliar are like. The learned wil! 
probably be seen standing absorbed before 
some small unassuming bird, with a name 
out of-all proportion to its size, pointing out 
interesting details in its appearance that one 
probably had failed to observe. 
Such wiseacres: should visit the Natural 
History section in bunches, an‘ they can then 
vie with one another in the quantity and 
quality of their information. If the ignorant 
hang round within earshot of them they will 
probably share the bewildered feelings of the 
old gentleman in Thackeray’s novel, as he 
sat before the Elgin Marbles, praying vainly 
for comprehension of the young artists joy in 
beholding them. It is certain that the 
ignoramus will pass by all the rarest speci- 
mens, fail to be thrilled by information from 
the book, such as the fact that ‘‘ the mandible 
of a hawfinch has been found in a Co. Clare 
cave,’ hurry past some birds because he has 
seen them often before in the flesh, and past 
others because he has never seen them and 
does not particularly want. 

THINGS OF BEAUTY. 
There are birds in the collection, however, 
that must awaken interest in the most blasé 
observer. The very name ‘‘ Kingfisher ” holds 
a lure, even for © have never seen 
one. He is such a sturdy little atom; with 
his wings folded there is only a few inches 
of him, but what splendid blues in those few 
inches, and his brief, absurd tail, looks as if 
he had habitually sat on it, and was getting a 
bit discouraged about growing it at all. The 
paragraph in the catalogue concerning him 
ends up “ A bird of brilliant colouring, which 
is seldom spared by the wanton shooter.’’ 
The word “ wanton “ is happily chosen. The 
man who shoots a Kinghs er should get 
““seven years hard,’’ whatever that may mean 
exactly; but it sounds as if it would fit the 
crime. s 
The’ Bee-Eater is another thing of beauty; 
evidently it thrives well on its strange choice 
in ‘*‘eats.’’ The large birds are very awe- 
inspiring. The Golden Eagle is as rare as it 
is magnificent; the species is approaching ex- 
tinction in Ireland. The Shag is a gorgeous 
bird, in a sombre way, with smooth dark 
green irridescent plumage when niature. Its 
néstling’s early covering is rather like that 
of a misused Teddy bear. There is a fine 
Kestrel, taken at Ahascragh, Co. Galway. 
These Kestrels are stated to be the only 
“hawks ' which are ever killed through 
striking at light stations. Apparently they 
sometimes lack the usual ration of hawk com- 
monsense, or instinct of self-preservation. The 
Peregrine Falcon is a fierce looking customer. 
The catalogue says that “ it appears to hold 
its own,” and, to judge by appearances, it 
probably does that and more; even the glass 
reproduction of its eye has a relentless look, 
that should discourage light trifling with its 
affairs. The nestlings of the Common Her- 
rings are delightful little things, with odd, 
upstanding plumage, more like ai, on their 
‘heads. The only adult male specimen of the 
night heron is a fine bird, but the immature 
ones are more attractive, with their charm- 
ing fawn and white colouring. 

BEWILDERING VARIETY. 

Unless for the afore-mentioned connoisseur, 
a methodical survey of the bird section is an 
inipossibility. Interest once awakened, the 
te in bird matters wanders hither and 
thither, seeing something gay across the room, 
and starting off to inspect it, then on his way 
over, some other minx of a bird gives him the 
“glad ” usage and turns him aside from 
his first objective. One thing is certain, he 
will come away without the remotest chance 
of passing successfully through a catechásm on 
what he sas seen if he is unfortunate enough 
to meet an expert on the way out. This hap- 
hazard mode of inspection is not the right 
way in which to treat a valuable and im- 
portant collection at all, but there is a good 
deal of enjoyment to be got out of it.

SHAKESPEARE AND 
MONTAIGNE. 


REC S.C LS.“ arin 
PROFESSOR DONOVAN'S 
LECTURE, 

Professor Robert Donovan lectured on 


“Shakespeare and Montaigne,” at a meeting 
of the Dublin Branch of the British Empire 


naturalistic literature in European countries 
after the Renaissance, Shakespeare knew of 
Rabelais, as a reference in “ As You Like 
It’ showed, and he had a fair acquaititance 
with the French language; yet from an author 
whose temporary vogue in France was as 
great as Rabelais, Shakespeare, who drew so 
much from French sources, borrowed nothing. 
Was it, he asked, that the naturalism of 
Rabelais was repellant to his instincts? 

Of Shakespeare’s familiarity with Montaigne 
there could be no doubt. In the last of his 
plays he puts into the mouth of one of the 
characters a speech which was merely a para- 
phrase of a passage in Montaigne. Men. 
taigne was quite serious in his description of 
his Utopia, and vouched for its existence. In 
grave argument he had illustrated the superior 
»ower of untutored nature over art; but 
Shakespeare only laughed: his character ex- 
plained that it was all merry fooling. 

The lecturer said that he merely wished to 
emphasise the fact that the relation between 
the poet and the essayist was not that of 
debtor and creditor, but of a satirical duvbter 
and a wise philosopher.

IRISH LiNEN 
EXPORTS. 
BIG DROP IN TRADE 
WITH AMERICA. 


PAPER SUBSTITUTES 
FOR DAMASK. 
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From Our BELFAST CORRESPONDENT. 

The feature of the linen exporta from this 
country. for the past three months is the 
big decrease in the amount of linen exported 
ta the United States. Considerably more 
‘than half the linen manofactured in Northern 

reland was hitherto sent to the United 

tates, but in recent years there has been, a 

decline in this market, and an im- 
ovement in the exports to all the ‘British 

minions. , 

From the first quarter of this year the re 
turns show a falling off jn exports to the 
United States of not less than per cent, 
while the exports to all the other foreign 
markets have only fallen off by about 25 per 
cent, The total exports of linen piece goods 
last month ir hg rs 6,813,100 “a sr 
making for the quarter a total of 21,818,500 
square yards, which is a reduction of almost 
8 000,000 uare yards on the figures of 1925 
and 1924. e reduction is principally due to 
the drop in exports to the United States. 
The exports to that country for the present 
year amounted to 10,766,800 squa’e yards; in 
923 they were 18,364,500 square yards, and 
in 1924 19,706,600. 

PAPER SUBSTITUTES. 

There are several causes for this decline. 
One is the greater use of home substitutes 
for table linen, including fancy and coloured 
table napkins and cloths made of paper which 
are now the vogue, particularly '“ out West.’’ 
Another is the increased competition from 
French, Belgian, and other Continental 
manufacturers. With cheaper labour these 
manufacturers are able to produce goods a 
fraction cheaper than the Irish manufacturers, 

According to the export figures, the ‘soun- 
tries showing increased shipments for the first 
ena of this year compared with 1925 are

THE BETTING TAX. 

TO THE KBDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—To the ordinary man in the street 
the new betting legislation would appear to 
encourage dishonesty for the financial benefit 
of the State. From a strict moral point of 
view the State is wise in admitting the 
hypocrisy of the present state of affairs, but 
its efforts will make the cure worse than the 
disease. There is already in this country a 
lack of a proper sense of the moral obliga 
tion requiring the repayment of just debts. 

If the State now emphatically refuses to 
amend the Gaming Act, but at the same time 
legalises betting, it is most certain that it 
will receive taxes from some persons who 
sooner or later may defraud other persons 
of their money. The prohibiting of sending 
bets outside the Free State must militate 
against bookmakers keeping faith with those 
who entrust them with commissions. It 1s 
generally understood that, for local and 
other reasons, some horses may be bet on 
in some districts, to the exclusion of all 
others. In such cases it would be impos 
sible for a bookmaker to pay the starting 
price on such horse unless he can square 
his book by betting or arranging with other 
bookmakers outside his district. 

It is wrong in principle, and will prove 
to work disaster in result, if the State enforce 
a tax without either protecting the taxpayers 
or allowing them reasonable facilities for 
carrying on their’ business.—Yours, etc.,

THE FREE STATE TARIFF 
COMMISSION. 

TO THE EDITOR Of THE IRISH TIMES 

Str,—Whatever else the body which Mr. 
Blythe proposes to set up to consider tariffs 


may be, it is not a Tariff Commission. At 
best it is a joint Departmental Committee of 
subordinate officials. I greatly fear that it 


furnishes an excellent example of how to mis- 
handle a vital question. It is not to be taken 
as any reflection on civil servants to state 
that they are precisely not the persons to 
man such a body. . The function of civil 
servants is not to make decisions regarding 
policy, but to carry policy into effect, and it 
is but trifling with words to say that recom- 
mendations of such a body as is to be set up 
will not determine policy. 

The issue of tariffs as a State policy will, so 
far as can be judged, loom in the near future 
as a dominating one. ‘The controversy will, 
no doubt, like all questions of such moment, 
be conducted with vigour, if not with 
vehemence. It will be almost impossible in 
the heat of such controversy for the civil 
servants who compose this body to be immune 
from partisanship on one side or the other—a 
serious consideration for the Civil Service and 
State administration generally. Assuming 
that the tribunal will not be merely engaged 
in marking time in a spectacular fashion, it will 
have to make recommendations—that . is, 
decisions in favour of certain tariffs or the 
reverse. and such ‘decisions will undoubtedly 
be the legitimate target for criticism. It will 
be useless to urge under such circumstances 
the plea that ‘‘it is unfair to attack civil 
servants who are not in a position to defend 
themselves.” The proposal of the Minister 
makes the criticism which may be so 
described practically inevitable. 

I can hardly believe that Mr. J. J. Walsh, 
in his welcome and robust advocacy of tariffs, 
could be conscious of all the implications of 
the proposal when he described it as “a step 


| in the right direction.’’ If we are to have a 


Tariff Commission which will give satisfaction 
by dealing with the matters that come before 
it in a way that will allay apprehensions and 
disarm interested and carping criticism, then 
it must be constituted so as to be free from 
the trammels of routine officialdom, which is 
the very essence of the proposal as put for- 
ward by the Minister for Finance. It is to be 
hoped that there is yet time for the con- 
stitution of the proposed tribunal to he 
revised. In the form put forward by Mr. 
Blythe it is more likely to envelop the ques- 
tion of tariffs in a cloud of suspicion and 
irritation than to throw any clear light on
